Fed says high unemployment 
rate is here for years to come 

Top Federal Reserve officials expect unem- 
ployment to remain elevated for years to 
come, according to new projections released 
Tuesday, suggesting that the economic 
recovery will be too gradual to create rapid 
improvement in the job market. 

The unemployment rate will be in the 6.8 
to 7-5 percent range at the end of 2012, accord- 
ing to forecasts of 17 top Fed officials, down 
from its 10.2 percent rate in October but still 
far above the 5 percent or so level typically 
seen in a healthy economy. Most of the Fed 
leaders “anticipated that about five or sixyears 
would be needed for the economy to converge 
fully to a longer run path” with sustainable 
growth and thriving labor market. 

Indeed, a separate report said that the 
economy grew more slowly than first thought 
this summer — a 2.8 percent annual rate of 
growth, not the 3.5 percent first estimat- 
ed. That suggests that the recovery started 
with less of a bang than originally reported. 
There was some good news, however, as new 
reports showed that home prices climbed in 
September and consumer confidence rose

President to lay out 
Afghanistan strategy 
in address next week 

WASHINGTON I Signaling he’s 
decided on new troop levels for 
the Afghanistan war, President 
Obama said Tuesday he intends 
to “finish the job” on his watch 
and destroy terrorist networks 
in the region. 

The president said he would 
reveal his decision on how many 
additional soldiers to deploy to 
Afghanistan sometime after 
Thanksgiving. The White House 
is aiming for an announcement by 
Obama either Tuesday or Wednes- 
day in a national address. Con- 
gressional hearings will quickly 
follow. 

Military officials and others 
have been expecting Obama to 
settle on a middle-ground option 
that would deploy an eventual 
32,000 to 35,000 U.S. forces to 
the eight-year-old conflict. That 
rough figure has stood as the most 
likely option since before Obama’s 
war council meeting earlier this 
month when he tasked military

planners with rearranging the 
timing and makeup of some of 
the deployments. 

With the war worsening on 
Obama’s watch, U.S. combat 
deaths climbing and public support 
dropping, the president seemed 
aware he has a lot to explain to 
the public. 

“I feel very confident that 
when the American people hear 
a clear rationale for what we’re 
doing there and how we intend to 
achieve our goals, that they will be 
supportive,” he said, speaking at 
a White House news conference 
with Indian Prime Minister Man- 
mohan Singh. 

“It is my intention to finish the 
job,” he said of the war in Afghani- 
stan that has been going on since 
shortly after the Sept. 11 attacks 
in 2001. 

Obama’s address is timed in 
part to come before a NATO for- 
eign ministers meeting, taking 
place in Brussels, Belgium, at the 
end of next week. 

Obama also must pitch his 
plan to Capitol Hill, where law-

FRANKFORT, KY. I A Kentucky cen- 
sus worker found naked, bound 
with duct tape and hanging from 
a tree with “fed” scrawled on his 
chest killed himself but staged his 
death to make it look like a homi- 
cide, authorities said Tuesday. 

Bill Sparkman, 51, was found 
Sept. 12 with a rope around his neck 
near a cemetery in a heavily wooded 
area of the Daniel Boone National 
Forest in Kentucky. Authorities said 
his wrists were loosely bound, his 
glasses were taped to his head, and 
he was gagged. 

Kentucky State Police Capt. 
Lisa Rudzinski said an analysis 
found that “fed” was written “from 
the bottom up.” He was touching 
the ground, and to survive “all Mr. 
Sparkman had to do at any time 
was stand up,” she said. 

Authorities said Sparkman 
alone manipulated the suicide 
scene. Rudzinski said he “told a

credible witness that he planned 
to commit suicide and provided 
details on how and when.” 

Sparkman had recently taken 
out two accidental life insurance 
policies totaling $600,000 that 
would not pay out for suicide. 

Anti-government sentiment 
was initially one possibility in 
Sparkman’s death. Authorities 
said Sparkman had discussed per- 
ceived negative views of the federal 
government in the county where 
he worked, (ap)

WASHINGTONlThe government is 
imposing fines for the first time 
against airlines for stranding pas- 
sengers on an airport tarmac, the 
Transportation Department said 
Tuesday. 

The department said it has lev- 
ied a precedent-setting $175,000 
in fines against three airlines for 
their roles in the stranding of pas- 
sengers overnight in a plane in 
Rochester, Minn., on Aug. 8. 


Continental Express Flight 
2816 was en route from Houston to 
Minneapolis carrying 47 passen- 
gers when thunderstorms forced 
it to divert to Rochester, where it 
landed about 12:30 a.m. The air- 
port was closed, and Mesaba Air- 
lines employees refused to open the 
terminal for the passengers. 

Continental Airlines and its 
regional airline partner Express- 
Jet, which operated the flight 
for Continental, were each fined 
$50,000. The department imposed 
the largest penalty — $75,000 — 
on Mesaba Airlines 

“I hope that this sends a signal 


to the rest of the airline industry 
that we expect airlines to respect 
the rights of air travelers,” Trans- 
portation Secretary Ray LaHood 
said in a statement. 

The passengers of Flight 2816 
were kept waiting nearly six hours 
inside the cramped regional airlin- 
er amid wailing babies and a smelly 
toilet even though they were only 
50 yards from a terminal.

France Shows Cutting-Edge 
Warship to Russian Navy 

French officers on Tuesday 
showed off a cutting-edge war- 
ship to a potential buyer — the 
Russian navy, whose pursuit of 
an amphibious assault capac- 
ity is frightening some neighbor- 
ing countries.

Nearby, bodies were being laid 
out under banana leaves Tuesday 
as police — their faces covered 
against the stench — unearthed 
a mass grave containing 22 vic- 
tims from Monday’s ambush on 
an election caravan. The discovery 
brought the death toll to 46 — an 
unprecedented act of violence at 
the outset of the country’s elec- 
tion season. 

As many as five people were 
still unaccounted for. 

President Gloria Macapagal 
Arroyo declared a state of emer- 
gency in Maguindanao and a 
neighboring southern province, 
sending extra troops and police to 
try to impose the rule of law. 

“No effort will be spared to 
bring justice to the victims and 
hold the perpetrators account- 
able to the full limit of the law,” 
she said.

China Executes Two in Milk Scandal 


BEIJING I China executed a dairy 
farmer and a milk salesman Tues- 
day for their roles in the sale of 
contaminated baby formula — 
severe punishments that Beijing 
hopes will assuage public anger, 
reassure importers and put to rest 
one of the country’s worst food 
safety crises. 

The men were the only people 
put to death in a scheme to boost 
profits by lacing milk powder with 
the industrial chemical melamine; 


another 19 were convicted and 
received lesser sentences. At least 
six children died after drinking 
the adulterated formula, and more 
than 300,000 were sickened. 

Beijing is eager to prove it has 
responded swiftly and compre- 
hensively to eliminate problems 
in its food production chain that 
have spawned protests at home 
and threatened its export-reliant 
economy. The milk powder con- 
tamination struck a nerve with the 


public because so many children 
were affected but was only one in a 
series of product recalls and other 
embarrassing disclosures of lax 
public health safeguards. 

Melamine, which is used in the 
manufacture of plastics and fertil- 
izers, has also been found added 
to pet food, eggs and fish feed, 
although not in levels considered 
dangerous to humans. The chemi- 
cal, which, like protein, is high in 
nitrogen, fooled inspectors. It can 
cause kidney stones and kidney 
failure, (ap)

Convincing Taliban 
fighters to swap sides 
is dangerous pursuit 

SHINKAY, AFGHANISTAN I A bat- 
tered taxi sped up a dusty road 
toward a squad of Afghan soldiers 
searching for bombs planted in 
the dirt. Army gunmen who had 
fanned out for protection read- 
ied for a suicide attacker. The car 
screeched to a halt. 

The soldiers recognized a local 
Taliban fighter in the passenger seat 
and pointed their guns at him. 

“Relax, guys,” said Rahimullah, 
the Taliban fighter. He nervously 
stepped out of the taxi, holding his 
Kalashnikov rifle by the barrel to 
show he didn’t intend to shoot. 

“Can’t you see it’s a new Kalash- 
nikov?” said Rahimullah, who, 
like many Afghans, goes by one 


name. “It’s from the government: 
I’ve changed sides.” 

The soldiers grabbed the weap- 
on for a closer look. It was, indeed, 
newly issued. Rahimullah said he’d 
received it for leaving the insurgen- 
cy to become a police officer. 


But the scruffy 22-year-old 
still wore an insurgent’s typical 
uniform: a white gown, ragged 
camouflage jacket and black ban- 
danna. He had no identification or 
proof he had changed sides. 

The tense encounter, fraught 


with risks for both the soldiers and 
Rahimullah, illustrates the chal- 
lenges facing NATO and Afghan 
authorities as they try to turn for- 
mer enemies into trusted govern- 
ment agents. 

Officials say a key measure is 
peeling off small-time local fight- 
ers from extremist militants. 

But securing these shifting loy- 
alties is tricky. Hundreds of police 
and some soldiers are known to 
have switched back once they were 
trained and armed. In October, 
a policeman opened fire on the 
British troops training him, kill- 
ing five. 

“We’ve got to be very careful 
with these people; we never know,” 
said Capt. Abdul Hashem, the 
Afghan army officer command- 
ing the mine clearance team that 
stopped Rahimullah last week.

Icebergs From 
Antarctic Drift 
Near N. Zealand 

WELLINGTON, NEW ZEALAND I A 
flotilla of hundreds of icebergs 
that split off Antarctic ice shelves 
is drifting toward New Zealand 
and could pose a risk to ships in 
the South Pacific Ocean, officials 
said Tuesday. 

The nearest one was 160 miles 
southeast of New Zealand’s Stew- 
art Island, Australian glaciologist 
Neal Young said. He couldn’t say 
how many icebergs in total were 
roaming the Pacific, but he count- 
ed 130 in one satellite image alone 
and 100 in another. 

Large numbers of icebergs last 
floated close to New Zealand in 
2006, when some were visible from 
the coast — the first such sighting 
since 1931. Maritime officials have 
issued navigation warnings for the 
area south of the country, (ap)

U.K. Begins Iraq Hearings 



Inquiry billed as most 
comprehensive probe 
into U.S.-led conflict 

LONDON I An inquiry into Brit- 
ain’s role in the Iraq war kicked 
off Tuesday with top government 
advisers testifying that some Bush 
administration officials were call- 
ing for Saddam Hussein’s ouster as 
early as 2001 — long before sanc- 
tions were exhausted and two years 
before the U.S.-led invasion. 

Critics hope the hearings, 
which will call on ex-prime min- 
ister Tony Blair and are billed as 
the most sweeping inquiry into the 
war, will expose alleged deception 
in the buildup to fightingthat left 
179 British soldiers dead. Howev- 
er, they won’t establish criminal or 
civil liability. 

As the inquiry began, a small 
group of anti-war protesters gath- 
ered near Parliament. Three wore 
masks of George Bush, Blair and 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown — 
their hands covered in fake blood.

Furry Felons Perplex South Africa 


Officials try to control 
aggressive baboons 
ahead of World Cup 

CAPE TOWN, SOUTH AFRICA I Visi- 
tors to South Africa’s premier holi- 
day destination who are worried 
about becoming victims of the 
country’s high crime rate could 
find themselves instead robbed 
by a more furry kind of felon: 
baboons. 

The cheeky primates have 
learned how to open car doors and 
jump through windows in pursuit 
of sandwiches and snacks. 

City officials are battling to

Sports entrepreneur 
brought basketball, 
hockey, charity to city 

OBIT I He arrived in Washington 
nearly 75 years ago, the gangly son 
of a Russian metalworker named 
Morris Pollinovsky who came to 
America a poor man speaking no 
English. Through decades of hard 
work and a seemingly unstoppable 
will, Abe Pollin rose to the top of 
the worlds of business, philanthropy 
and professional sports. 

In the process, he transformed 
his adopted hometown by bringing 
professional basketball and hockey 
franchises here and by spending 
$220 million of his own money to 
build a massive sports and enter- 
tainment arena that has dramati- 
cally changed the face of downtown 
Washington. 

Pollin, 85, died Tuesday of the 
rare neurological disease corti- 
cobasal degeneration. He was 
among the last of the old-school 
pro sports owners, running the 
NBAs Washington Wizards and 
the NHL’s Washington Capitals 
as a family business, shaped by his 
strong personality and his intense 
loyalties. 

Fans often criticized his person- 
nel moves or his failure to spend 
more money, but Pollin remained 
set in his ways. 


GENEROUS GENTLEMAN 

In addition to owning teams, 
Pollin’s contributions to the D.C. 
area were numerous: 

■4 He was a major philanthropist in 
the community, paying for afford- 
able housing and endowing a local 
Boy’s and Girl’s Club. 

^ He opened the Capital Centre in 
1973 in Landover, Md. It featured 
the first big instant-replay screens. 
■4 In 1995 Pollin decided to change 
his NBA team’s name from Bullets 
to Wizards in response to increas- 
ing gun violence across the city. 

^ He built the MCI Center in 1997 
— spearheading a revitalization of 
downtown Washington. 


“Abe Pollin reflects an own- 
ership style that was forged in 
a different era,” NBA Commis- 
sioner David Stern, a longtime 
friend, once said of the league’s 
senior owner. 

Former D.C. mayor Anthony 
Williams said the city benefited 
greatly from Pollin’s largesse, from 
neighborhood-level undertakings 
such as paying for affordable hous- 
ing and endowing a local Boy’s and 
Girl’s Club, to his grandest project 
— building the MCI Center (now 
Verizon Center) in 1997 and trig- 
gering a stunning renaissance of 
Gallery Place and the surround- 
ing neighborhoods. 


“He was a wonderful guy, 
and, unlike some, he was never 
one to do a lot of self-promotion” 
about his charitable work, Wil- 
liams said. 

Pollin amassed a considerable 
fortune as a housing developer dur- 
ing the 1960s, constructing offices 
and apartment buildings through- 
out metropolitan Washington 
that he often named for family 
members: his first major proj- 
ect was Robert Towers, near the 
Pentagon, named for his first son, 
and his final project, a 500-unit 
luxury complex in Chevy Chase, 
was the Irene, named for his wife.

Zorn has previously acknowl- 
edged he retained play-calling 
duties in two-minute drills, and it 
was Zorn, not primary play- caller 
Sherman Lewis, who again direct- 
ed the offense in those situations 
against the Cowboys. So, Zorn also 
called eight plays that were not in 
the final two minutes of the first or 
second halves, Lewis continued to 
call “the bulk of the passes,” Zorn 
said, and offensive coordinator 
Sherman Smith handled most of 
the running game. 


Owner Daniel Snyder and 
Vinny Cerrato, Washington’s 
executive vice president of foot- 
ball operations, stripped Zorn of 
most of the play-calling decisions 
and promoted Lewis, hired as an 
offensive consultant on Oct. 6, 
to be the new play- caller for the 
Oct. 26 game against the Phila- 
delphia Eagles. 

But after five weeks of the new 
procedure, play-calling appears to 
be a hodgepodge operation primar- 
ily involving Zorn, who still installs 
the offensive game plan each week, 
Lewis and Smith, the main conduits 
to quarterback Jason Campbell.

Unanimous 
Vote Goes 
To Pujols 

Cardinals superstar 
is NLs MVP for the 
second-straight year 

BASEBALLl Albert Pujols was unan- 
imously voted National League 
MVP on Tuesday, becoming the 
first player to repeat since Barry 
Bonds won four in a row from 2001- 
04. Pujols received all 32 first-place 
votes and 448 points in balloting 
announced by the Baseball Writ- 
ers’ Association of America. 

It was the third MVP award for 
the St. Louis Cardinals star, who 
also won in 2005. He became the 
first unanimous MVP since Bonds 
in 2002. 

Pujols led the majors in home 
runs (47), runs (124), slugging 
percentage (.658) and intentional 
walks (44), and topped the NL in 
on-base percentage (.443). He was 
second in the league in doubles (45) 
and third in batting average (.327) 
and RBI (135).

United’s 

Beloved Olsen hangs 
up his cleats after a 
decade of triumph 

U N I T E D I The mayor declared Tues- 
day Ben Olsen Day in Washington, 
D.C. The gesture said a little about 
the sport’s growth in this city and 
a whole lot more about the player, 
who retired Tuesday at 32. 

For more than a decade, Olsen 
was the conscience of D.C. United. 
He played in the 2006 World Cup 
and the 2000 Olympics; won two 
MLS championships and the league’s 
humanitarian ofthe year award; and 
he hustled and charmed his way into 
the local culture to a degree almost 
unimaginable for a humble athlete 
in a relatively niche sport. 

“He has left a legacy at this 
team and in this city that will live 
for a long time,” United President 
Kevin Payne said. “He is not a player 


who can be replaced.” Olsen said a 
future role with the organization 
is a possibility. 

It was the ankle injuries — the 


ones that forced Olsen to evolve 
from a speedy attacking winger to 
a center midfielder who organized 
his team with selfless effort and

cunning — that forced the decision. 
He missed nearly all of 2008, then 
was a mainstay in 2009, but said 
“the ankle I’m going to deal with 
the rest of my life showed itself,” 
once the in-season painkillers and 
therapy stopped. “I was ready and 
willing to do it again, but I talked 
to enough people and came to my 
senses,” Olsen said. 

He spoke with his usual candor, 
humility and humor at Tuesday’s 
announcement, thanking everyone 
from fans to former teammates and 
coaches, asking whether those in 
attendance were there for the “free 
lunch” and joking that supporters 
groups arranged their elaborate trib- 
utes only because he blackmailed 
them with compromising photos.

John Woo has dreamed 

of adapting “Romance of the 
Three Kingdoms” his entire life. 
The Hong Kong-born director

What fascinated you about this 
novel? 

I grew up with the story, which 
has many heroes that I admire. I 
read a lot of comic books about the 
story when I was 10 or 11 years old, 
and have seen a couple of movies 
about it. It’s a rich part of Chinese 
history, and it has an important 
theme of courage. A small army 
can defeat a more powerful enemy 
through friendship, innovation 
and intelligence. 


Why did you decide to make this 
film in China? 

I thought I could only make it in 
China. I’ve been working in Hol- 
lywood for over 16 years, and I 
thought it was time to take what I 
had learned to Asia, because there 
are so many young talented people 
in China who have great passion 
for movies. They need to learn, so 
I thought it was a good time for 
them to work on a big-budget Hol- 
lywood-type movie in Asia. 

How was filming there different 
than filming in Hollywood? 

In Hollywood, you have to con- 
sider so many things for making a 
movie, but in China, I didn’t have 
to take notes from anyone, and I 
didn’t have to take any meetings. 
I just closed the door and did my 
work. 

The China version of “Red Cliff” 
is more than five hours long, and 
the American version is half that.

Why did you decide to make two 
different cuts? 

The Asian audience really knows 
this part of history and this story, 
so I could spend a much longer 
time developing the characters 
and showing their relationships.

An Antiquated Vessel 


‘Show Boat’s’ music 
is current, but the 
story shows its age 

S TAG E I Sometimes we just have to 
leave the past in the past. 

In 1927, “Show Boat” changed 
Broadway forever. It popularized 
the concept of a musical drama, 
nuanced characterizations and 
people breaking into song with- 
out an excuse. And several num- 
bers from the show have entered 
the popular lexicon — “Old Man 
River” and “Can’t Help Lovin’ Dat 
Man” spring to mind. 

But “Show Boat,” now playing 


at Signature Theatre, is mired in 
outdated and upsetting attitudes. 
Though considered progressive 
when it opened, the play’s rac- 
ist stereotypes and misogynistic 
storyline will leave today’s audi- 
ences gaping. 

Add to that that “Show Boat” 
is a behemoth, written to be sev- 
eral hours long. Signature’s ver- 
sion is less than three hours, but 
it’s forced to skimp on character- 
ization to keep the running time 
bearable. And yes, it still feels 
too long. 

Bobby Smith, as hoofer Frank 
Schultz, is the only actor on the 
stage who transcends the show’s

problems. Other actors (includ- 
ing D.C. favorites Harry A. Win- 
ter and Will Gartshore) try their 
best, but most of the company is 
buried under the weight of a show 
that feels at best irrelevant. 

The plot threads are mani- 
fold, but the most important story 
concerns young couple Magno- 
lia (Stephanie Waters) and Gay- 
lord (Gartshore), who are torn 
apart by his gambling habit. But 
the characters’ clownish cos- 
tumes — distracting bustles and 
orange pants — all but eclipse this 
romantic drama. With the emo- 
tion erased, the lovers seem like 
two hats singing at each other.

John Hillcoat takes 
us down The Road’ 
and finds modern 
fears along the way 

F I L M I After significant delays, the 
much-anticipated film adapta- 
tion of Cormac McCarthy’s novel 
“The Road” is finally making it 
to the big screen. In the movie, 
director John Hillcoat captures 
both the stark desperation and 
the rich humanity of the Pulitzer 
prize-winning novel. In a recent 
interview with Express, Hillcoat 
discussed the appeal and the chal- 
lenge of translating McCarthy’s 
work into film. 

Hillcoat said he was drawn to 
McCarthy’s “unflinching view of 
humanity.” The film takes place 
in a brutal post-apocalyptic land- 
scape, where the few who survive 
lead a bleak and comfortless exis- 
tence. The story follows a father 
and son as they attempt to keep 
living despite all the odds. 


The dark nature of the film 
might be a deterrent for audi- 
ence members, but, as Hillcoat 
explained, “The fact that it’s now 
the single most translated book of 
modern times tells me that focus- 
ing on the dark is just looking at 
the background or the scenery.” 

Expectations for “The Road” 
are especially high considering 
the massive success of the Coen 
Brothers’ cinematic take on McCa- 
rthy’s equally dark “No Country 
For Old Men.” 

“Luckily, I got the book before 
it was published and before ‘No 
Country’ came out,” said Hillcoat. 
“I focus on the task at hand and 
try not to be distracted, because it 


could be a huge distraction.” 

Turning a book into a movie 
while retaining the original’s spirit 
and tone is no easy task. 

Hillcoat explained, “You’ve real- 
ly got to distill it down. Just as a 
simple example, the shopping cart 
in the book — you go along with 
that, and it’s a great image. But 
when that shopping cart is being 
pushed through the woods at high 
speeds with falling trees — when 
you make that a physical reality, 
no one’s going to buy that.” 

“The Road” centers entirely 
on the unnamed father and son, 
so casting the right actors to por- 
tray them was crucial. For Hill- 
coat, Viggo Mortensen was the 


clear choice for the role of the 
father. “He’s got an everyman’s face 
and an incredible physicality to 
him,” Hillcoat explained. “He’s got 
a commitment, he’s very intense, 
and he’ll go 110 percent. It was very 
challenging for him because he’s in 
every scene and he goes through 
every single emotion.” 

Kodi Smit-McPhee, who plays 
the son, was a relative unknown 
when he was hired. Hillcoat has 
no regrets. 

“That was just a great gift.” 
During one scene in the film, 
Mortensen washes 11-year-old 
Kodi’s hair in icy cold water. No 
one realized quite how cold the 
water was until after the scene was 


over. “It was like [Kodi] was sud- 
denly a Brando or DeNiro, where 
he was really crying, yet he was 
playing in the scene. Afterward, 
we find out that he was really cold, 
and I said, ‘Look, from now on 
you’ve just got to tell me.’” 

The source of the story’s catas- 
trophe is never explicitly named,

but it’s easy to connect it to cur- 
rent fears such as terrorism and 
global warming. In the film, Hill- 
coat subtly capitalizes on contem- 
porary anxieties without directly 
attributing the apocalypse to any 
one event. 

“What I thought was incredible 
in the book was that the apoca- 
lypse felt so familiar yet non-spe- 
cific,” said Hillcoat. “The tower and 
smoke in some of the background 
shots [in the film] are actually 
from 9/11. We utilized a shot of 
boats sitting on a freeway; that’s 
real 70mm IMAX footage shot two 
days after Hurricane Katrina hap- 
pened. We’ve changed the sky and 
the grass to incorporate it into our 
world, and it became non-specific, 
but it feels familiar.” 

With all of the film’s grandi- 
ose cinematography, real beauty 
emerges out of the immense dev- 
astation. Addressing this seem- 
ing contradiction, Hillcoat said, “I 
think this is what’s so great about 
‘Apocalypse Now’ — it tapped into 
this innate uncomfortable truth 
that sometimes there is great beau- 
ty in mass destruction. 

“It’s like a forest fire. If you’re 
not conscious of the actual dam- 
age or the literal threat, if you just 
look at it aesthetically, some of 
the images are stunningly beau- 
tiful. Of course, to put it into 
context, it’s an absolute disaster.”

MUSIC I Before Matisyahu was 
“the Jewish reggae guy,” Matthew 
Miller was a bona fide “Phan” — 
one of the legions who followed 
jam band Phish on tour during 
the ’90s. At the band’s reunion in 
Hampton, Va., this March, Mati- 
syahu — who’s since toured with 
Phish frontman Trey Anastasio 
— returned to the well. 

“I think I’ve moved on a little 
bit, which is the case with a lot of 
people,” he said. 

“We had those life- changing 
experiences at those shows and 
in our youth,” he added. “It total- 
ly formed us and inspired us. A 
lot of our lives are searching for 
inspiration through maybe more 
authentic means, without drugs, 
and even music, to try to reach 


those heights, and a lot of people 
obviously have been unsuccessful. 
There was that feeling of: Can we 
have this again?” 

The guy who used to take LSD 
at Phish shows is now a devout 


father of two, one whose song 
“One Day” will be featured prom- 
inently during the 2010 Winter 
Olympics. 

“I don’t think you could write a 
better song for the Olympics,” Mat- 


isyahu said. “The song is about get- 
ting past the differences and com- 
ing together. It’s about hope and 
unification — that’s what the whole 
deal with the Olympics is.” 

The song is also the first sin-

gle from Matisyahu’s third stu- 
dio album, “Light,” which was 
released three years after “Youth” 
following a host of delays. On it, he 
expands his musical palate beyond 
his trademark spiritually charged 
reggae and rap. 

“The process leading up to 
‘Light’ was listening to a lot more 
music: more electronic stuff, indie- 
rock stuff — still hip-hop and reg- 
gae, but variations of it all,” he said. 
“So I wanted to try working with 
people who are involved in those 
genres to create one sound. I want- 
ed to bring people together.”

The Prevention of Love 


‘The Fantasticks’ 
creates holiday magic 
minus the reindeer 

STAGE I Those seeking theatrical 
warm fuzzies in the next month 
or so — without talk of sugar- 
plum fairies, that freaky Ghost of 
Christmas Future or Santa in any 
incarnation — have an outlet in 
Arena Stage’s production of Tom 
Jones’ and Harvey Schmidt’s “The 
Fantasticks.” 

The plot involves two fathers 
who decide that their respective 
children are so well-matched that 
they build a wall to prevent them 
from falling in love. Indeed, they 
hope that Matt and Luisa will 


actually do what children do best: 
defy their parents. 

Chock full of magic, timeless 
numbers (“Try to Remember” 
and “Soon It’s Gonna Rain”) and 
romance, the oft-performed musi- 
cal may seem a bit ubiquitous in 
American theaters, but director 
Amanda Dehnert has a few tricks 
up her sleeve. 

First, the action will take place 
at an abandoned amusement park 
called Rocky Point, a nod to the 
musical’s “magic and wonder and 
carnival” aspects, Dehnert said in 
a recent telephone interview. “I 
would say there’s an environment 
we’ve created,” she said. “It’s meant 
to evoke a sense of place.” 

The decision to cast African- 


American actor Timothy Ware 
as Matt worked to enhance both 
the musical’s diversity and talent 
level, she said. 

“I really believe that people 
should be able to see themselves 
in the play,” Dehnert said. “I also 
believe in casting the best actors 
for the job.” 

Indeed, Dehnert cited the audi- 
ence’s connection to the characters 
as key to the musical’s success. “It’s 
an intimate story,” she said. “It’s a 
human story about things we can 
all understand.” erintrompeter

Angels On a High 


Criterion releases a 
ravishing new DVD of 
Wim Wenders’ 1987 
film ‘Wings of Desire’ 

DVD I Long a cult favorite, Wim 
Wenders’ 1987 film “Wings of 
Desire” has proved to be a quiet- 
ly influential depiction of Berlin, 
inspiring U2’s experimental period 
in the early 1990s, R.E.M.’s video 
for “Everybody Hurts” and an 
awful Nicolas Cage movie called 
“City of Angels.” 

Despite its notoriety, how- 
ever, “Wings” has been almost 
impossible to find on DVD: One 
barebones edition was released 
in 2003 and went almost imme- 
diately out of print. 

So a new version is certainly 
cause for excitement among fans 
of the German director, especial- 
ly if it’s from Criterion, the DVD 
company that lovingly packages 
art-house fare as film-studies 
seminars. 

Borrowing a concept from poet 
Rainer Maria Rilke, the film fol- 


lows a pair of angels as they hover 
over post-Cold War Berlin, reading 
the deepest spiritual thoughts of 
Germans going about their mun-

dane lives. 

One of the angels, Damiel 
(played by Bruno Ganz, who has 
the kindest face imaginable), longs 
to be human and falls in love with 
a dreamy trapeze artist (Solveig 
Dommartin, who performs all her 
acrobatic stunts herself). 

Wenders strikes a precarious 
balance between somber and 
whimsical, but the Criterion edi- 
tion shows how “Wings of Desire” 
could have turned out incredibly 
different. 

One deleted scene shows 
another angel (the beatific Otto 
Sander) imitating humans on the 


sidewalk as if performing a com- 
edy routine, and another shows 
an alternate ending that involves 
a pie fight. 

Fortunately, these are only 
deleted scenes and not part of the 
finished movie, which Wenders 
and cinematographer Henri Ale- 
kan shoot largely from the angels’ 
point of view, the camera float- 
ing around a spacious library 
and soaring around the statue 
ofVictoria. 

The picture has been cleaned 
up considerably (especially on the 
Blu-Ray edition), bringing out the 
stark beauty of Wenders’ compo- 
sitions and the contrast between 
the austere black and white of the 
angels’ point of view and the bold 
colors of the human world. 

In that sense, Berlin is a spir- 
itually and politically divided 
city, bisected by an actual and 
an allegorical wall. But “Wings 
of Desire” portrays it as both a 
desolate place and as a blank 
page on which humans and spir- 
its can rewrite their own stories.

Are your recipes different from 
others that come from the South? 

In certain recipes, I attempt 
to pull out the sugar 
that would be found in 
most Southern reci- 
pes. There’s a formula 
to baking, and there’s a 
reason the sugar is there 
— for moisture, structure 
and stability. But where I felt 
it would not affect the structure, I 
reduced the amount of sugar. The 
red velvet cake is sweet but not as 
sweet as Granny used to make. 


What’s different about Southern 
desserts versus those you can 
find elsewhere? 

I think we all have our desserts, 
depending on what part of the 
world we come from. I would 
say it’s where you eat something, 
how it was brought to you, what 
it represents to you that makes it 
meaningful. These desserts are 


But I 
was experimenting with them, like 
swirling creamy peanut butter or 
throwing nuts into brownies, and 
adding different things to cookies 
and exploring.

far beyond his means in a very 
grand tree, then by reverting to his

Anderson is famous for his love 
of meticulous composition and 
musical ear tuned to simultane- 
ously arcane and of-the-moment 
frequencies. All these elements are 
on display in “Fantastic Mr. Fox,” 
thereby resulting in a movie that 
is twee and ultra-hip at the same 
time. Filmed in archaic stop- 
motion animation with puppets 
dressed in charmingly bespoke 
threads, the entire enterprise 
ambles along with a laid-back, 
low-key vibe, reinforced by the 


actors’ understated voice work.

FILM I “The Road,” the highly 
anticipated and much- delayed 
adaptation of the Cormac McCa- 
rthy novel, aspires to greatness. 
And in many ways it succeeds, as 
it brings to bleak life McCarthy’s 
story of an unnamed man and boy 
trying to survive a catastrophe of 
unknown origin, with their bodies 
and souls intact. 

Director John Hillcoat, who 
made an astonishing U.S. debut 


with the Australian western “The 
Proposition” in 2005, brings all his 
visual and imaginative powers to 
bear in creating a desaturated land- 
scape. The only living things to be 
found are roving bands of survivors 
who have turned to cannibalism or, 
as in the case of “The Road’s” two 
anonymous protagonists, those 
who refuse to eat people. 

Viggo Mortensen delivers a 
haunting portrayal of a father deter- 
mined to shepherd his son (Kodi 
Smit-McPhee) to safety, toward 
the coast, where it’s warm.

and his cast bring to “The Road,” 
which deserves praise for its ambi- 
tion, tonal control and stark visual 
design. Like “No Country for Old 
Men,” it’s possible to admire “The 
Road” and still harbor deep mis- 
givings about how much technical 
and artistic virtuosity are being 
thrown at an essentially thin, 
hopelessly mannered story. 

Stripped of his tough, plain- 
spoken prose, McCarthy traffics 
in emotions every bit as highly 
pitched as the most lurid melodra- 
ma.

DESTINATIONS I Did you hear 
the one about the rabbi and the 
architect? 

Few people have. Which is why 
the members of Beth Sholom in 
Elkins Park, Pa. — who worship 
in the only synagogue designed 
by Frank Lloyd Wright — are 
stepping forward to tell the story 
of how their landmark spiritual 
home was built. 

Described as a symbolic Mount 
Sinai made of concrete, steel and 
glass, the iconic building somehow 
never received the attention of 
more famous Wright designs such 
as Fallingwater and the Guggen- 
heim Museum.

The six-sided sanctuary repre- 
sents the cupped hands of God. A 
multicolored Plexiglas chandelier 
is suspended above the nearly 1,100 
seats. Wright also designed the 
eternal light over the ark, where 
the Torah scrolls are kept. 

“The Synagogue lives and 
breathes; it moves with quiet grace 
and charm; its lights and shadows 
continually change with the com- 
ing of the sun and the passing of a 
cloud,” wrote Mortimer J. Cohen, 
the rabbi who commissioned the 
building.

Chef Jacques Pepin 
tells how to cook a 
feast in the least time 


The hordes lined up at HoneyBaked 
Ham stores (and the pre-roasted 
turkey pickup station at Whole 
Foods) prove how many of us need 
culinary help during the holidays. 
Even Jacques Pepin, the French- 
American chef who cooked for 
Charles de Gaulle (and with Julia 
Child), sometimes makes bouilla- 
baisse with boxed stock or cassou- 
let with canned beans. Early next 
year, the 74-year-old food legend 
will headline what amounts 
to the kitchen shortcut 
Olympics: the Man-O- / 
Manischewitz Cook-Off, 
in which cooks submit 
their recipes using the 
company’s broth. (Enter by 
Jan. 31 atManischewitz.com; 
finals in March.) 


What shortcuts work for holiday 
feasts? 

When I do a chicken or a turkey, 
I make my own stock. But if you 
can find a good stock without 
too much junk in it, you can use 
that. For instance, in a classic leek 
soup, the leeks and butter are more 
important than fresh stock.

Any ingredients that you think 
must always be fresh? 

There are many vegetables, like 
cauliflower and asparagus, that 
I won’t use frozen. They turn to 
mush! But I do like those frozen 
baby peas. 

Any other time-saving tips? 

Oh, there are lots of tricks, like 
peeling vegetables directly over 
the garbage can, or lining a roast- 
ing pan with foil so you don’t have 
to scrub it afterwards. 

How will you evaluate recipes in 
the Manischewitz Cook-Off? 

Strictly on taste. The proof in the 


pudding is in the taste. If I say, “Oh, 
my, this is good,” it’ll win. 

Isn’t presentation important, too? 

It’s nice when a dish looks good, 
but that’s not what I judge food by. 
I think food critics should be blind, 
so they can go to the heart of the 
matter. In the past few years, chefs 
have gone to so much expense for 
presentation. But, frankly, when 
you have to decorate things just to 
titillate because people are fed up 
with food, that’s sad. 

You’re a big believer in technique. 

A great chef certainly has to be

first a technician and a crafts- 
man, but after that, they need 
talent. 

Are cooking skills important for 
home cooks, too? 

Yes, if you learn techniques as a 
home chef, that takes some of the 


drudgery out of cooking at home. 
You don’t dirty as many pots! 

How should newbies start learn- 
ing how to cook? 

Everyone has a friend who cooks. 
Ask them to have you over when 
they are cooking. Come, bring 
wine and help. You’ll think, “That 
wasn’t so hard.” 

You were born in France, but you’ve 
lived in the U.S. since 1959. Which 
American holiday do you like the 
best? 

The best holiday for me is Thanks- 
giving. It doesn’t have any political 
or religious affinity. It’s not about 
a revolution. It’s purely eating, 
drinking and enjoying friends. 

What do you cook to put on your 
holiday table? 

Our holiday is pretty mixed, since 
my wife has a Puerto Rican back- 
ground. She usually wants some 
baccalao [salt cod]. At Christmas 
or New Year’s, I like to have some 
oysters or foie gras and roast a 
capon or goose. 

When you go back to France, 
which foods do you crave? 

It’s always very visceral for me. I 
want the foods I had as a child. I 
just want a roast chicken. 

Which American foods were 
strangest to you when you first 
arrived? 

The first time I had apple pie, I 
thought it was disgusting. There 
was so much mace and nutmeg. 

You’ve been on “Top Chef” and had 
your own shows, including PBS’s 
“Jacques Pepin: More Fast Food 
My Way.” Has food TV changed 
how Americans cook? 

It’s changed it a lot, for the better. 
Thirty years ago, chefs were at the 
bottom of the social scale. No one 
would’ve wanted their kid to marry 
a cook!
